MINUTES  OF  1959  TOWN  MEETING 


At  a  legal  meeting  above  notified  and  held  at  the 
school  building  in  Greenland,  N.  H.  on  Tuesday,  March 
10,  1959  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  the  Invocation 
was  given  by  the  Reverend  Sion  M.  Lynam.  This  was 
followed  by  a  salute  to  the  Flag  led  by  Boy  Scouts  Paul 
Schurman,  Flag  Bearer;  Douglass  Arey  and  John 
Knight,  Color  Guards.  The  warrant  was  read  by  the 
Moderator,  Ralph  D.  Fisher. 

Articles  1,  2  and  3 — By  non-partisan  ballot  cast  from 
10:00  A.M.  to  6:00  P.M.  the  following  officers  were 
elected  and  sworn  in  by  the  Moderator  as  soon  as  an- 
nounced by  the  Town  Clerk: 

Town  Clerk,  Esther  M.  Beals ;  Selectman  for  2  years, 
George  E.  Gowen;  Selectman  for  3  years,  G.  Newton 
Weeks ;  Treasurer,  Constance  Syphers,  absent ;  Tax  Col- 
lector, Andrew  R.  Schools;  Fire  Chief,  William  B.  Brack- 
ett ;  Highway  Agent,  W.  Richard  Weeks ;  Auditors,  Her- 
man W.  Parker,  Frank  E.  Wirling;  Library  Trustee, 
Thornton  N.  Weeks;  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  Everett 
W.  Bennett. 

Also  sworn  in  were  the  following  appointed  officers: 
Chief  of  Police,  John  M.  Sargent;  Deputy  Police,  John 
A.  Chick,  Raymond  J.  Maher,  Frederick  Bourassa;

(Sworn  in  by  Town  Clerk  in  her  office 
on  March  11,  1959:  Constance  Syphers,  Harold  A.  Sy- 
phers) . 

The  vote  on  the  Question:   Shall  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  287  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  relative 
to  playing  games  of  Beano,  be  adopted  in  this  town  was : 
Yes  104  No 95 
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The  legal  voters  present  acted  on  the  articles  in  the 
Warrant  as  follows : 

Article  4  After  some  explanation  of  the  way  the 
money  is  spent  and  correction  of  the  amount  necessary, 
it  was  moved  by  G.  Newton  Weeks,  seconded  by  Frank 
G.  Rolston  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $18,528.73  to  defray  town  charges  for  the 
ensuing  year.     Passed. 

Article  5  It  was  moved  by  Frank  G.  Rolston,  sec- 
onded by  George  E.  Gowen  that  the  town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  building,  repair  and  mainte- 
nance of  highways  and  bridges  the  sum  of  $5,500  for 
summer  work  and  $3,000  for  winter  work.     Passed. 

Article  6  It  was  moved  by  G.  Newton  Weeks,  sec- 
onded by  Patrick  J.  Coakley  that  the  town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $98.71  as  against  the  State's 
$858.05  for  construction  and  maintenance  of  Class  V 
roads.     Passed. 

Article  7  It  was  moved  by  G.  Newton  Weeks,  sec- 
onded by  Frank  G.  Rolston  that  the  town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $450.00  for  the  extermina- 
tion of  moths  and  elm  tree  beetles.     Passed. 

Article  8  It  was  moved  by  Herman  W.  Parker,  sec- 
onded by  Vera  Galle  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $700.00  for  the  support  of  the 
Weeks  Public  Library.     Passed. 

Article  9  It  was  moved  by  Russell  A.  Rolston,  sec- 
onded by  Patrick  J.  Coakley  that  the  town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000  for  the  care  of  the 
cemeteries.     Passed. 

Article  10  It  was  moved  by  Edward  Keefe,  seconded 
by  Franklin  Durgin  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $150.00  for  the  care  of  Parks. 
Passed. 


Article  11  It  was  moved  by  Parker  Rolston,  sec- 
onded by  Violet  Chisholm  that  the  town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $75.00  for  the  observance 
of  Memorial  Day.     Passed. 

Article  12  It  was  moved  by  Frank  G.  Rolston,  sec- 
onded by  Patrick  J.  Coakley  that  the  town  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  on  short  term 
notes,  in  anticipation  of  taxes.     Passed. 

Article  13  After  an  explanation  by  Director  Her- 
man W.  Parker  of  the  Civil  Defense  plan,  it  was  moved 
by  Robert  Crothers,  seconded  by  Alfred  P.  Boisvert 
that  the  town  vote  to  adopt  the  Civil  Defense  Plan  as 
presented  in  the  Town  Report.  This  motion  was  passed 
by  a  standing-  vote  of  100  people. 

Article  14  It  was  moved  by  Herman  W.  Parker, 
seconded  by  Russell  A.  Rolston  that  the  town  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $75.00  for  Civilian  De- 
fense purposes,  the  money  to  be  used  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Civilian  Defense  director  and  the  Selectmen. 
Passed. 

Article  15  After  G.  Newton  Weeks  explained  the 
necessity  of  tracing  and  marking  the  boundaries  be- 
tween Greenland  and  the  adjoining  towns,  he  made  the 
motion,  seconded  by  Frank  Richards  that  the  town  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $600.00  as  our  share 
of  the  cost  of  re-establishing  town  boundaries  between 
Greenland  and  Stratham.     Passed. 

Article  16  It  was  moved  by  William  B.  Brackett, 
seconded  by  Alfred  R.  Boisvert  that  the  town  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  use  by  the 
Fire  Department  for  repairs  on  equipment.     Passed. 

Article  17  After  Frank  J.  Lane  explained  the  value 
of  the  work  of  the  Seacoast  Regional  Development  As- 
sociation to  all  towns  in  the  area,  he  made  the  motion, 
seconded  by  John  R.  Brackett  that  the  town  vote  to 
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raise  and  appropriate  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  one- 
hundredth  of  1%  of  assessed  valuation,  for  the  Seacoast 
Regional  Development  Association,  for  publicity  and 
promotion  as  authorized  by  State  Statute,  the  amount 
requested  to  be  $100.00.  On  a  standing  vote  this  motion 
passed  by  a  vote  of  80-4. 

Article  18  The  voters  present  listened  to  the  read- 
ing by  Stillman  R.  Grose  of  changes  in  the  Planning  and 
Zoning  Ordinances,  proposed  by  Mr.  Grose  and  others. 
A  motion  to  adjourn  to  the  call  of  the  Selectmen  was 
lost  but  the  regular  adjournment  was  then  taken.

2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Town  Clerk  on  the  re- 
sult of  your  ballot  in  the  election  of  Town  Officers. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same.  The  estimated  amount  for 
town  charges  is  $19,405.00. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  building,  repair,  and  main- 
tenance of  highways  and  bridges.  The  estimated  amount 
is  $5,500  for  summer  work  and  $3,000  for  winter. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $98.04  against  the  State's  $653.58  for 
construction  and  maintenance  of  Class  V  roads. 


6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $450  for  the  extermination  of  moths  and 
elm  tree  beetles.

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100  for  the  Seacoast  Regional  De- 
velopment Association  for  publicity  and  promotion  as 
authorized  by  State  Statute. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $230.65  to  pay  the  City  of  Portsmouth 
for  the  hydrant  installed  on  Tuttle  Lane  during  1959. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  borrow  money  on  short  term  notes  in  anti- 
cipation of  taxes. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $15,000.00  for  the  purpose 
of  purchasing  a  Fire  Truck,  to  wit :  a  750  gallon  pumper 
with  600  gallon  tank  and  other  accessory  equipment; 
such  sum  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of  ten  serial 
notes,  payable  one  each  year  under  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  and 
amendments  thereto,  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen to  issue  and  negotiate  such  notes,  and  to  de- 
termine the  time  and  place  of  payment  thereof,  under 
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such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  deem  to  be  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  town. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  empower  the  Se- 
lectmen to  accept  sections  of  roads ;  one  called  McShane 
Avenue,  running  southwesterly  from  Newington  Road 
for  a  distance  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450)  feet,  and 
one  turning  from  McShane  Avenue  and  running  south- 
erly for  a  distance  of  approximately  eight  hundred 
(800)  feet  called  Hillside  Drive.  With  the  approval  of 
the  town,  the  Selectmen  may  act  to  accept  these  roads 
if  and  when  the  same  are  built  according  to  specifica- 
tions in  the  ordinances,  and  meet  the  approval  of  the 
Planning  Board  and  the  Town  Road  Agent. 

16.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  legally  may 
come  before  this  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


I  am  pleased  to  report  that  once  again  Greenland  has 
upheld  a  fine  record,  with  no  fatal  accidents  and  no  ma- 
jor crimes. 

A  brief  summary  of  cases  handled  is  as  follows :  seven 
auto  accidents;  seven  arrests  for  motor  vehicle  viola- 
tions ;  three  arrests  for  driving  while  intoxicated ;  two 
suspensions  of  driving  licenses ;  court  action  on  two  civil 
complaints ;  and  two  incidents  turned  over  to  Pease  Air 
Force  Base  to  handle. 

As  usual  the  many  and  varied  calls  for  aid  and  infor- 
mation are  too  numerous  to  list. 

It  is  becoming  more  difficult  each  year  to  attend  to 
the  increasing  police  problems  as  a  part-time  job,  but 
to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  with  the  competent  aid 
of  my  assistants  we  have  attempted  to  carry  out  the 
duties  of  this  department. 

The  cruiser  will  be  three  years  old  in  April.  This  last 
year  it  was  necessary  to  purchase  a  new  battery,  a  fuel 
pump,  and  to  have  the  transmission  repaired.  Otherwise, 
this  vehicle  is  in  fine  condition,  with  a  mileage  of  15,600 
miles.

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


A  total  of  25  calls  were  answered  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment during  the  year  1959.  Of  these  calls,  3  were  chim- 
ney fires,  5  for  grass  fires,  3  calls  to  Town  dump,  1  oil 
burner,  1  clothes  dryer,  2  car  fires,  1  call  to  check  on 
building  struck  by  lightning  and  1  false  alarm.  Also  in- 
cluded were  1  workshop,  1  shed  and  1  dwelling  fire.  Cov- 
ering under  Mutual  Aid  Agreement  the  Department  an- 
swered 2  calls  from  South  Newington  pending  the  ar- 
rival of  equipment  from  Newington,  also  a  call  for  an 
Oil  Truck  Fire  just  over  the  Portsmouth-Greenland  line 
in  Portsmouth. 

Largest  fire  loss  for  the  year  was  on  October  8th  when 
the  home  of  Felix  McShane  off  the  Newington  Road  was 
badly  damaged  by  a  flash  fire. 

Greenland  called  for  Mutual  Aid  Assistance  twice 
during  the  year,  first  occasion  was  for  a  grass  fire  which 
was  in  the  area  of  a  large  quantity  of  slash  land,  with 
help  being  sent  from  Portsmouth,  Rye  and  Stratham. 
Second  occasion  was  the  McShane  fire  with  help  being 
provided  by  Portsmouth,  Rye  and  Newington  Depart- 
ments. 

During  the  month  of  June,  1959  an  Inspector  from  the 
N.  H.  State  Board  of  Underwriters  made  a  survey  of  the 
available  Fire  Protection  in  the  town  of  Greenland  and 
shortly  thereafter  sent  a  list  of  recommendations  to  the 
town  Fire  Chief,  which,  if  adopted  would  result  in  a  re- 
classification of  insurance  rates  for  a  large  area  of  the 
town. 

These  recommendations  are  as  follows: 

(1)  The  purchase  of  a  new  approved  Pumper  of  not 
less  than  500  gallons  per  minute  with  a  tank  carrying 
capacity  of  not  less  than  500  gallons,  plus  hose  space  for 
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not  less  than  1000  ft.  of  2 1/2"  hose  and  500  ft.  of  W 
hose.  This  apparatus  should  be  constructed  and  equipped 
in  accordance  with  the  N.B.F.U.  Standards  on  Motor 
Fire  Apparatus. 

(2)  There  should  be  suitable  alarm  actuating  de- 
vices at  the  "Red  Phone"  locations  so  that  the  Siren  may 
be  actuated  immediately  upon  receipt  of  an  alarm. 

(3)  Increase  the  present  amount  of  2 14"  hose  so  that 
1000  ft.  is  available  at  all  times. 

The  following:  reclassification  of  rates  may  be  expected 
if  the  foregoing  recommendations  are  adopted: 

(1)  Most  dwellings  within  600  ft.  of  a  hydrant  will 
take  the  following  rate: 

Present  Rate: 

Buildings  —  $.36  per  $100.00  insurance 
Contents  —     .37  per    100.00  insurance 

New  Rate: 

Buildings  —  $.22  per  $100.00  insurance 
Contents   —    .26  per    100.00  insurance 

(2)  Most  dwellings  within  two  (2)  miles  of  fire  sta- 
tion but  not  within  600  ft.  of  a  hydrant  will  take  the 
following  rates: 

Present  Rate : 

Buildings  —  $.54  per  $100.00  insurance 
Contents   —    .56  per    100.00  insurance 

New  Rate: 

Buildings  —  $.36  per  $100.00  insurance 
Contents   —    .37  per     100.00  insurance 

The  above  rates  are  quoted  upon  the  cost  of  insurance 
for  one  year  but  a  corresponding  adjustment  is  made  on 
policies  written  for  two,  three,  four  or  five  year  terms. 
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It  is  hoped  that  serious  consideration  will  be  given  to 
the  recommendations  of  the  Fire  Underwriter's  Report 
and  that  each  individual  tax-payer  will  evaluate  the  sav- 
ings in  insurance  in  regards  to  proportionate  increase 
in  taxes  required  to  carry  out  these  measures. 

The  present  trucks  cannot  pass  required  tests  and  will 
eventually  have  to  be  replaced.  Postponement  of  the  pur- 
chase of  a  modern  piece  of  equipment  and  required  ac- 
cessories will  result  in  increased  future  costs. 

Investigation  into  costs  of  comparable  equipment  pur- 
chased by  Area  Departments  shows  that  prices  have 
risen  almost  $1,500.00  in  the  last  two  years.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  REPORT 
Prevention  is  Everybody's  Business 

The  year  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  stand- 
point. New  Hampshire  had  the  best  record  in  the  nation. 
Fewer  acres  were  burned,  suppression  costs  were  sub- 
stantially reduced  and  damage  to  woodlands  held  to  a 
minimum.  The  record  resulted  from  a  combination  of 
favorable  weather  conditions,  an  alert  warden  service 
and  a  cooperating  public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturbing 
note 

58%,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused  by 
careless  smokers  and  debris  burners. 

10%,  or  1  out  of  every  9  fires  was  caused  by  children. 

Careless,  indifferent,  thoughtless  and  independent 
minded  individuals  and  failure  of  parents  to  properly 
supervise  children  and  keep  matches  out  of  their  reach, 
annually  cause  these  unnecessary  fires  which  cost  large 
sums  to  extinguish  and  cause  extensive  damage.  The 
elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  fires  would  radic- 
ally change  this  picture.  The  rules  are  simple — 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local 
forest  fire  warden — the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leav- 
ing it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigar- 
ettes from  moving  vehicles — use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home — Use  your  town  dump  and 
save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both  per- 
sonal and  financial.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Greenland : 

The  school  year  1959-1960  started  with  the  same  staff 
as  last  year  which  includes  the  following  teachers : 
Mr.  Eugene  Haight,  Principal  and  teacher  of  Grade  8 
Mrs.  Gwendolene  Sanderson,  Grade  7 
Mrs.  Arlene  Dahl,  Grade  6 
Mrs.  Barbara  Knight,  Grade  5 
Mrs.  Elinor  Milbury,  Grade  4 
Mrs.  Lillian  Hodges,  Grade  3 
Mrs.  Mary  Varrell,  Grade  2 
Mrs.  Margaret  Blakeney,  Grade  1 
Mrs.  Eleanor  Henry,  Music  Teacher 
Miss  Mary  Shea,  School  Nurse 
Miss  Gemma  Jean,  Assistant  Nurse 
Mr.  Harold  Matava,  Handwriting  Teacher 

This  experienced  staff  is  working  hard  to  furnish 
good  educational  training  for  the  boys  and  girls  of 
Greenland. 

Last  year  Stratham  and  Greenland  each  voted  for  a 
Helping  Teacher  with  the  year  1959-1960,  thus  making 
the  vote  unanimous  for  the  six  school  districts  in  Su- 
pervisory Union  No.  16.  Because  of  the  length  of  the 
legislative  year,  approval  was  not  received  from  the 
State  Board  of  Education  concerning  the  payment  of 
the  state's  share  of  the  salary  until  late  in  September 
which  made  it  impossible  to  employ  anyone  for  the  po- 
sition at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  On  February 
1  Mr.  Donald  Elsemore  will  start  his  duties  as  Helping 
Teacher  and  Elementary  Supervisor  for  the  Union. 

Last  March,  all  of  the  school  districts  in  Supervisory 
Union  No.  16  except  Greenland  voted  to  participate  in 
sponsoring  a  Class   for  Retarded   Children.   Individual 
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mental  ability  tests  were  given  to  the  likely  candidates 
from  the  other  five  districts  and  by  using  all  of  the 
data  available,  fourteen  youngsters  who  met  the  qualifi- 
cations regardless  of  where  they  lived,  were  selected 
for  the  class.  Eight  of  these  children  are  from  Exeter, 
three  from  Newfields,  two  from  Stratham  and  one  from 
Kensington.  Although  East  Kingston  voted  for  the  pro- 
gram, no  one  qualified  this  year.  The  class  meets  in  an 
area  set  aside  for  this  purpose  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  Robinson  Seminary  building  in  Exeter  under  the 
supervision  of  Mrs.  Marian  Webster.  I  believe  a  great 
deal  is  being  done  for  the  youngsters  in  the  class.  It 
is  my  hope  that  Greenland  will  reconsider  its  previous 
decision  and  vote  to  participate  so  that  any  youngster 
who  can  meet  the  qualifications  as  outlined  in  my  re- 
port of  last  year  can  benefit  from  this  kind  of  instruc- 
tion. 

The  introduction  of  educational  television  programs 
over  Channel  11  this  year  has  supplemented  and  en- 
riched the  work  of  several  classes.  Regular  in-school  pro- 
grams in  science  for  Grades  3,  5  and  6  are  being  used. 
For  the  second  semester  Grade  4  Social  Studies  which 
will  feature  New  Hampshire  history  will  be  offered.  The 
television  set  was  given  to  the  school  by  the  Parent- 
Teacher  Association  and  the  school  district  paid  the  fee 
of  twenty-five  cents  per  pupil  plus  the  cost  of  the  teach- 
er guides.  Education  television  is  a  valuable  addition  to 
the  school  program. 

The  departmentalized  work  of  the  upper  grades  has 
been  continued  this  year.  This  should  result  in  better 
instruction  for  the  members  of  grades  six,  seven  and 
eight  than  they  would  otherwise  receive. 

Under  Title  III  of  the  National  Defense  Education  Act 
which  provides  matching  funds  over  a  four-year  period 
for  science,  mathematics  and  foreign  languages  at  the 
elementary  as  well  as  at  the  secondary  level,  Greenland's 
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allotment  for  use  during  1959-1960  is  $271.00  which 
when  matched  locally  provides  $542.  This  money  can  be 
used  to  purchase  equipment  and  materials  for  the  sci- 
ence and  mathematics  classes  which  the  district  might 
hesitate  to  purchase  if  it  had  to  pay  the  whole  cost. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  continues  to  support 
the  educational  needs  of  the  school  as  is  evidenced  by 
the  purchase  of  the  television  set. 

Mrs.  Laura  Allers  and  her  assistant,  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Booker,  are  to  be  commended  for  the  excellence  of  the 
Hot  Lunch  Program.  The  daily  average  of  better  than 
150  meals  served  speaks  for  itself. 

Mr.  Everett  Bennett  is  conscientious  in  his  work  as 
janitor. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  and  tables  that 
follow. 

I  again  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  citi- 
zens, to  the  members  of  the  School  Board  and  to  the 
teachers  for  their  continued  support.

Again  it  is  my  privilege  to  write  the  annual  report 
of  the  Principal  of  Greenland  Central  School. 

After  the  auditorium  floor  was  lined  for  basketball, 
during  the  winter  of  1959,  the  boys  played  three  games. 
One  of  the  games  was  in  the  Seacoast  League  Tourna- 
ment. Although  we  didn't  win  any  games,  Jackie  Hart- 
well  gathered  some  measure  of  personal  glory  by  being 
named  to  the  all-tourney  team. 

The  girls  softball  team,  coached  by  Mrs.  McAdams 
and  Mrs.  Currier,  played  four  games  and  won  them  all 
by  quite  comfortable  margins. 

The  school  baseball  team  played  seven  games  winning 
one  and  losing  five.  One  game  ended  in  a  tie  because  of 
a  set  time  limit.  The  fifth  and  sixth  grade  boys  played 
two  games,  winning  one. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  held  joint  outings 
and  had  a  fine  time  at  Canobie  Lake  Park,  in  spite  of 
the  rain. 

On  the  evening  of  June  17,  1959,  five  boys  and  five 
girls  were  graduated.  This  was  the  last  of  the  really 
small  classes.  They  presented  the  school  with  a  check 
for  $40  to  be  used  to  purchase  mirrors. 

School  opened  in  September  with  195  enrolled.  The 
number  has  varied  from  190-200  since. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  presented  a  Christmas 
pageant  at  the  December  PTA  meeting. 

The  present  eighth  grade  was  taken  on  a  Social 
Studies  trip  to  the  State  Capitol  last  spring  by  Mrs. 
Sanderson. 
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The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  have  both  been  to  the 
Science  Museum  in  Boston  on  field  trips  in  Mrs.  Dahl's 
Science  Class. 

The  Greenland  boys  and  girls  basketball  teams  are 
are  now  participating  in  the  Seacoast  League.  We  hope 
to  be  in  the  baseball-softball  league  as  well. 

I  will  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mrs.  Mae  Currier 
and  Mrs.  Judith  McAdams  for  their  excellent  work  in 
athletics  with  the  girls.  It  has  been  greatly  appreciated 
by  both  the  girls  and  myself. 

As  I  have  said  in  every  previous  report,  Mrs.  Allen 
and  Mrs.  Booker  are  to  be  highly  commended  for  their 
excellent  hot  lunch  program. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  teachers  at 
Greenland  School,  the  school  board  members,  the  Su- 
perintendent, and  all  others  of  the  Supervisory  staff  foi 
their  courteous  consideration  and  cooperation.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  functions  and  responsibilities  of  the  school  nurse 
have  been  increasing  in  educational  content  and  scope 
during-  recent  years.  School  Nursing  is  a  growing  field 
of  professional  nursing.  She  functions  within  the  es- 
tablished framework  of  the  pupil  health  services  pro- 
vided by  the  schools  in  which  she  serves. 

The  following  functions  are  performed  at  least  once 
a  week  or  of  tener  by  school  nurses : 

1.  Teacher-nurse  conferences  advising  about  health 
conditions  of  the  pupil  as  revealed  by  school  health  ap- 
praisal. 

2.  Conferences  with  pupils  returning  from  absences 
because  of  illness  or  when  other  needs  indicate. 

3.  Referring  children  to  school  or  family  physician. 

4.  Referring  children  to  special  clinics. 

5.  Aiding  injured  or  ill  pupils  in  school. 

6.  Home  visits  for  follow-up  conference  with  parents 
regarding  a  child's  physical,  social  and  emotional  health. 

7.  Keeping  records  on  each  individual  child. 

8.  Preparing  for  and  assisting  at  physical  examina- 
tions. 

9.  Emergency  health  services. 

10.  Vision  and  auditory  screening. 

11.  Urinalysis  on  all  pupils. 

12.  Aid  in  socio-economic  needs  of  individuals  in  the 
community. 

13.  Conferences  with  Guidance  personnel. 

The  school  nurse  also  assists  in  planning  immuniza- 
tion clinics  with  State  Health  Nurse;  attends  various 
meetings  in  the  interest  of  the  child;  attends  classes 
promoting  her  own  professional  growth ;  participates  at 
child  guidance  conferences  when  necessary;  has  several 
conferences  with  social  services  and  with  the  Depart- 
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ment  of  Public  Welfare  interpreting  the  needs  of  indi- 
viduals. 

The  following  figures  do  not  include  services  rendered 
the  tuition  students  attending  Exeter  High  School. 
Those  figures  are  included  in  the  School  Health  Report 
of  Exeter.
